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UPDATE 0N s0urHwEST Daìe Frink, Manager of the south-
PIPELINE PROJECr west P'ipe'line Project, cormented on
(St^lC Project No. 1736) severa'l meetings held on July 6,

ì988 in Dickinson concern'ing south-
west water deìivery from the Southwest Pipeìine Project. Issues of
discuss'ion included water treatment, rural water deììvery, funding, and
future ownership and operat'ion of the project. Mr. Frink said one of
the major concerns expressed at the meetjngs 'is future funding for the
ruraì water districts.

Relative to 1988 construction
progress, Mr. Frink said the final inspections were held on June 29, 1988
on Contracl:.s Z-ZC and 2-?D with Johnson Construction, Inc. of Fargo as the
contractor on these segments of the project'involving 16.6 miles. Mr.
Frink cormented the two contracts looked very good and had previousìy
passed water pressure tests and e'lectrical continuìty tests. The final
complet'ion notice on these contracts is expected to be issued sometime in
August.

P'ipe ìaying on Contracl 2-2F by BRB
Contractors began on May'17, ì988 and approx'imately three miles of the t1-
mile pipeline segment has been buried. Mr. Frink indicated that a pre-
construction conference on Contract 2-34 was held on June 27, 1988 and
Johnson Construction'intends to begin pipe lay'ing on Juìy ì0, 1988.

Mr. Frink stated the Southwest
Pipeììne Project has received all of the currently allocated $5.8 million
ì 988 federal f und'i ng. Al though f undi ng f or FY 1989 i s st'i 'ì I sonewhat
unknown at this time, a joint Senate-House Conference Corrnittee has
approved $¡O million for Garrìson Diversjon. Mr. Frink sajd the MR&I

AREA hIATER SUPPLY PROJECT ager for the Northwest Area Water
(Sl,lC Project No. 237-4) Supp'ly Project, distributed copies

of the Executi ve Sun"rnary of the
Northwest Area [,Jater Supply Study Needs Assessment. The Executive Sunrnary
presents an evaluation of the ex'isting water suppf ies and distribution
systems within the study area and evaluates the need for increased quant'ity
and 'improved qua'l 'ity of the water suppì i es. Thi s data col 'lecti on process
of the Needs Survey also served as a median to inform the public of the
development and purpose of the study. Mr. Binegar stated that the
Executi ve Surrnary of the Needs Survey poi nts out that nearly al I
cormun'ities; wÍthin the study area are in need of some type of improvement
to their water supply system.

July ì0,1988
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l,lork is continu'ing on the study inthe areas of development of the alternative supply systems whjch include
the f jnal'ization of popu'lat'ion projects for the cities- and the ruraì areasas well as the water demands for both the cities and the rural areas, andan evaluat'ion of the surface and ground water resources within the study
area.

Cormissioner Backes commented thatin rev'iewing the Executjve Surnnary it appeared that some of the smaller
communities indicated a lack of interest on the needs survey. He also
expressed concern reìative to salt water pollution endangering the water
suppljes and the need for identification in this area.

UPDATE 0N sOuRls RIVER Secretary Fahy updated the Commis-
FL00D CONTROL PROJECT sion members on the status of the
(stJC Project No. 1408) souris River Flood control project,

and stated that Congress has acted
favorably on the funding for the project pending lit'igaiion in Canada
rel ati ve to the publ i c heari ngs and the va1 i di tt of tne Envi ronmenta'l
Impact Statement.

International negoti ations are
cont'inuìng between the Department of State and the Departmènt of ExternalAffairs rel ati ve to the draft agreement. The Corps of Engineers i s
compìetÍng 'its environmental rev'iew of the project and the Env'ironmental
Impact Statement is anticipated to be comp'leted in October, ,l988. 

The EIS
must be compìeted prior to the two governments entering into the final
agreement.

Secretary Fahy provided background
i nf ormati on on the Dev'i I s Lake F'lo-
od Csntrol Project and updated the
Commission members on the current
status of the project.

Secretary Fahy indicated that as a
resu'lt of the water qual'ity Íssues that have been raised, Governor Sinner
selected a cormìttee of professìona'l people'in the water management fieìd
to discuss technical'ly sound water management options for the Devils Lake
Basìn.

The Cormittee met on Ju'ly 1, '1988

w'ith the appoi ntment of a subcorrni ttee ofand concluded its meetìng

Ju'ly 'l0, 1988
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technical people to look at short and ìong term study needs and to
reconmend a procedural framework for cont'inuing this effort.

GARRISON DivERsION PROJECr - At rhe March 17, lggg commissìon
UPDATE 0N CONGRESSSIONAL meetìng, Governor Sinner informed
BUDGET FOR FISOAL YEAR 1989 the commission members the presi-
(Sl.lC Project No . 237 -3) ¿ent ' s F.i scal year I 989 f ederal

budget included $26.8 million forthe Garrison Diversion Project, of which $7.3 million was tentativeìy
allocated to the MR&I Program by the Bureau of Reclamation. The Governoi
expressed concern -at this meetìng that the MR&I federal a'llocation was
insufficient for projects that are ready to receive l9B9 funding, and
indicated he and staff were discussing wíth the Congressìonal De'legationefforts to increase the 1989 federal budget for thè Garrison Divãrsion
Project.

0n April 14, 1988, the Governor
presented testìmony before the House and Senate Appropriatjons Subcommittee
on Energy and I'later in hlashington, D.C. requesting considerat'ion to
increase-the Fisca'l Year 1989 levã'l of funding to at teãst $gs mili¡on forthe State's component of the Garrison Diversion Project. The Governor,s
testimony also supported the Indian MR&I component of $4.5 mi'llion over and
above the S35 million needed by the State.

Secretary Fahy stated efforts are
continuing- to increase the Fiscal Year l9B9 level of funding for the
Garrison Diverìson Project and to date it appears that the fedeial budget
has been increased to $30 mÍllion, although a breakdown of the fundìng -is
not available at this time.

GARRISON DIVERSION PROJECT - Randall Binegar, MR&I trtater Supply
UPDAïE 0N MUNICIPAL, RURAL Program Coordjnator, stated that
AND INDUSTRIAL (MR&I) PR0GRAM s'inðe the'initjation of the Garri-
(Sl{C Project No. 237-3) son Djverison MR&I Water Supply

Program, 92 applications have been
recei ved for fundi ng assi stance through thi s program, of whi ch 55
applications have submitted pre'liminary eng'ineering reports at a total
estimated project cost of $79 nillion. This estimated cost does not
include the Southwest Pipeline Project.

Mr. Binegar exp'lained that the high
amount of interest in the program, coupled with the ìnadequate yearly
appropriations for the MR&I program, have resulted in the program being
unabìe to fund many needed water supply projects. He said there is also á
concern that the MR&I program federal fixed limit of $200 m'itlion, wh'ich is
not indexed for inflatjon, couìd be 'inadequate for future projects that may
have a hìgher priority than projects being considered now. As a result,
Mr. Bjnegar saìd consideration has been g'iven to increasing the loca'l share
required t¡nder the MR&I program fron 25 to 33 percent of project costs,
which would conserve funds allowing for addìtional MR&I projects to go to
construction in the future. Under this proposal, project sponsors would be
required to provide from 25 to 33 percent of project costs depending upon
the abilìty to pay of the project sponsor.

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Because the fundi ng I evel i s
ìnadequate to fund the projects which have aleady been approved beyond the
prel'iminary engineerìng report phase, the Garrison Diversion Conservancy
District, at ìts Execut'ive Board meeting heìd July 7 and 8, 1988, approved
a moratorium on the funding of additional feasibility studies. In light of
the current funding situation, Mr. Binegar indicated that the State l,later
Commission may wish to consider enacting a similar moratorium.

In discussing the funding situation
and the possìbility of a moratorium on the funding of addjtjonal
feasibilÍty studies, the Corrn'ission members deferred action at this meeting
and suggested it be further discussed at the next meeting.

Corrn'i ss i oner Backes rei terated
comments he made at the April. 29, 1988 Commiss'ion meeting relative that
cons'ideratìon be given to repayment, or easing of costs, to those countìes
who have pa'i d taxes i n the Garri son Divers i on Conservancy D'i stri ct .

At the April 29, 1988 Commission
meetìng, the State Engìneer and staff were directed to develop crìteria for
considerati'on relative to options and alternatives for funding projects for
the MR&I program. Secretary Fahy ind'icated this infornation is being
developed and wi I I be presented for the Commi ssion's cons'iderat'ion at a
future meeti ng.

David Sprynczynatyk, Director of
Engineerìng for the State Water Commission, expla'ined the project and
ind'icated an operat'ional plan has been devised and that the Bottineau
County l,later Resource District wìll be responsible for the operation and
maintenance of th'is project. The operation plan w'ill be rev'iewed annuaìly
and any modi f i cat j ons wi'l 'ì be submi tted to the State Engi neer f or hi s

review and approval.

The Bottineau County [,Jater Resource
Board has rece'ived drain permits No. 1294 for Stone Creek and No. 1295 for
túhite Spur with both having been dec'lared of statewide significance in
November, 1979. The assessment drain was established under Chapter 6l-16..|
of the North Dakota Century Code. Mr. Sprynczynatyk said the project has
been in litigation for severa'l years and has recently been resolved.

It was the recormendation of the
State Engìneer that the State t¡Jater Conmission favorably consider approving
fund'ing of 40 percent of the eligible costs of the project, not to exceed
$206,115, contìngent upon the availability of funds.

C'liff Issendorf, Chaìrman of the
Bottineau County hlater Resource Board, cormented on the project and said he
felt this is an excellent project. He offered comp'liments to the State
Engineer and staff for their cooperation in working with the county, and
requested the Conmission's favorble consjderation of the county's fund'ing
request.

It was moved by Commissìoner Narlock and seconded
by Comm'issioner Byer'ly that the State l¡later
Cornnission approve cost sharing in 40 percent
of the el'ig'ibìe costs, not to exceed $206,.l'l5,
for the Stone Creek Channel Improvement and the
tlhite Spur Drain Project in Bottineau County,
contingent upon the availabil'ity of funds.

The project consi sts of wi den'ing the
weir and instalìing four stoplog bays.

Mr. Sprynczynatyk said that in
1977, the State l,later Conmission was involved '¡ñ ttre coñstruction of the
Hurricane l-ake outlet project. In .l982, the Cormission prov'ided fund'ing
forimprovement to the outlet, but due to prob'lems, the project could noi
be completed and the funding was returned.

It Yvas the recormendation of theSlate Engineer that the State Water Cornmission approve 40 percent of the
e'ligìble_crrsts for this proiect, not to exceed $.l2,080, contingent upon the
availabì1ity of funds.

l,Jarren Anderson, Vice Chairman of
the Towner County tlater Resource Board, commented on the project and urged
the Cormission to act favorably on the funding request.

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Mi I ton Li ndvi g, Di rector of the
State Water Conmission's Hydrology
Divisìon, presented a request from
the I'le'lls County Ì,later Association
f or the Cormi ss i on ' s cons'iderati on
for assistance and cost sharjng in
a hydrologìc investigatìon of the
Manfred Aquifer in Welìs County.

Mr. Lindvig indicated the l¡Jel ls Co-unty l,Jater Association has installed five production wells in the Manfred
Aquifer to supply the water needs of ìts customers. The productìon wells
have been used contìnuousìy since January, ì987 when the first phase of therural watet' Broject was compìeted. Since that time both the pumpìng waterlevels and the static (measured when wells are not pumping) i^latär -levels
have been declin'ing. The rate of decline has increased in the past few
months and has caused the water leve'ls to drop to near the critical levelof just above the pump intake. The purnping rates were reduced in the wells
and some reduction in the rate of decline has occurred. To insure that therural _water system is able to meet the demand of its customers, the
possìble addition of new wells is being considered. The hlells County Rural
lllater Associ atì on, worki ng through the Wel I s County Ì,Jater ResourceDìstrìct, has asked the State hlater Corrnission for assistánce in ìocating asuitable locat'ion for a new well or wells to be installed in the Manfied
Aquì fer.

I n order to make k nowl edgeab'le
dec j s'ions and reconrnendati ons to the Wel'ls County !,later Users Assocíati on
on the location of a new well or we'lls a comprehensive understanding of the
hydrogeology_ in and around the current welì field is necessary. Mr.
Lindvig gxplained that the study of the hydrogeoìogic and hydroðhemical
characteristics of the ground-water flow systãm will Ue accomplished bytest dri11ing, installation of piezometers, and the collection of watei
samples and water level data in an approx'imate five-mile reach of the
Manfred Aquifer.

An i ni t'ial three month project
duration is proposed, and jnstallation of the instrumentation and the àata
collection will be done in the summer of'1988. A compilation of the field
work and data col I ected and the i nterpretat'ions of the hydrogeo'log'ic and
hydrochemical characteristjcs will be completed by the fa'l'l of-lgBB.

The estimated total cost of the
'investi gation 'i s $29,900. The bJel I s County t'later Resource Di stri ct has
agreed to cost share in 50 percent of the total costs, 'in an amount of
$.l4,950. The request being considered by the State Water Commission is for
cost sharing in the remaining 50 percent, or $ì4,950.
